METHOD      OF      SELECTION 

From  an  article  by  John  Sloan, 
which  appeared  in  the  New  York  Evening  Post,  December  24,  1927 

"The  simple  method  that  we  have  used  in  the  present  American  print 
makers  exhibition  at  the  downtown  gallery  is  the  selection  of 
a  representative  committee,  each  of  whom  has  the  positive  privilege  of 
selecting  his  proportionate  share  of  the  total  number  of  artists  to  be  invited 
to  exhibit.  Every  picture  that  hangs  on  the  wall  has,  besides  the  artist  who 
made  it,  a  sponsor  on  the  committee. 

The  committee  of  selection  of  the  American  print  makers  is  to  have 
a  change  in  its  make-up  each  year,  the  new  members  being  selected  by  all 
the  exhibitors.  This  we  feel  will  make  the  exhibition  sufficiently  responsive 
to  the  art  preferences  of  all  the  Print  Makers  exhibiting."
